- Any suit which could not 
he instituted on and wfter the 1st day of August 1947 or cannot be instituted 
After the coming into lolce of this Ordinance within the perind of limitation 
on account of the previllence of piota ol other disturbuiocb way be admitted 
after the period of limitation prescribed tberetor when the plaintiff satisfies 
the Court that he was able to institute the suit within such period owjpg 
to the prevalence of riots or other dictuhanere . "
